Funeral Services of Charles Arnold, 


7-Year-Old Victim of Shooting 


Held This Afternoon.

Fayette County Coroner Will Not Re­ 


turn a Verdict in the Case 


Until Monday. 


It is probable that the coroner of 
Fayette county will not return a ver­ 
dict on the shooting case, which oc­ 
curred at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles .Arnold, two miles north of 
Glenwood Thursday" 
evening, when 
their 
seven-year-old son, 
Charles, 
was instantly killed by a bullet from 
a 32 calibre revolver, until Mondav, 
At least that is the belief which pre­ 
vails in Connersville today. 
Dr. C. 
B. Spic*cly, the coroner of the county’, 
was out of the city at the time of the 
accident, and Dr. J. II. Johnson, the 
deputy coroner, re.-poudod to tho call. 
Ile took all of tile evidence in the in­ 
quest and lins turned it over to Ute 
coroner, 
It is believed that he will 
file his decision in the 
clerk’s office 
there the first of next week. 
The saddest incident which has oc­ 
curred in the vicinity o f Glenwood in 
recent years, closed this afternoon, 
when the last sad rites were perform­ 
ed over the grave of the youngster, 
who met his death Thursday evening, 
when the bullet from the pistol passed 
through his head. 
The funeral cor­ 
tege left the Arnold home about noon 
and moved to the East Hill cemetery. 
The services were held in the eeme- 
term chapel and w’ere conducted by 
the Rev. Mr. Conner of 
Irvington, 
formerly7 a 
minister of this 
city. 
Burial was made in East Hill ceme­ 
tery. 
The parents of the boys who par­ 
ticipated in the fatal 
accident are 
grief stricken over the affair. 
They 
refused to be consoled and will hard­ 
ly accept the sympathy of their many 
friends and neighbors. 
It is the be­ 
lief of the neighbors of the Arnold 
family that Richard, the eleven-year 
old boy, who said that the revolver 
was in his hands when it was dis­ 
charged and*killed his younger broth­ 
er, can not realize the enormity of 
the accident. 
He still seems rather 
unconcerned over the affair and does 
not discuss it much. 
The Arnold family is closely re­ 
lated in this city’. The bereaved fath ­ 
er is a grandson of the late Dr. John 
Arnold, whoso widow now lives in 
West Third street, and is a nephew 
of Mrs. Mary J. Holmes, who resides 
with Mrs. Arnold. Charles Arnold is

speeches this afternoon that tile ap­ 
propriation from the county would 
be of much value to them. 
It is the 
understanding of the fair stockhold­ 
ers that the law 
provides 
that all 
county councils shall appropriate one 
cent for every one hundrer dollars of 
taxes paid to the county for agricul­ 
tural shows and exhibits. 
The mem­

been making a fight for the appropri­ 
ation, but have never yet been suc­ 
cessful in their quest.

Forest Fire Protection 


Among Private Owners 


One of the lessons which will finally ¡ 
be drawn from the try ing ex perience 
j of the present forest fire season, in 
I the belief of officials of the U. S. 
j Department of Agriculture, is the need 
I of wider organization among priv ate 
owners of timber to safeguard their 
holdings, say s a 
Washington dis­ 
patch. 
It is pointed 
out that already iu 
the Northwest,' both on the Pacific 
Coast and in Montana 
and 
Idaho, 
timberland owners hav e formed them­ 
selv es into associations which assess 
the members on an acreage basis and 
thus meet the cost of maintaining a 
regular patrol and fire-fighting orga­ 
nization. Only by getting together can 
priv ate owners usually assure them­ 
selv es protection, for fire is no re­ 
specter of boundary lines and the 
man who undertakes to keep it out 
of his own timber will want it k ept 
out of his neighbor’s too. 
Where- 
ever possible the Government’s for­ 
est officers co-operate with the 
force 
put in the field by the associations, 
so that the employees of the Govern­ 
ment and those of the private owners 
are handled practically as a unit 
in 
fighting the common enemy. 
This co-operatiofi is advantageous 
to both sides. Protection of the Na­ 
tional 
Forests necessarily carries 
with it good deal of protection of ad­ 
joining'or interior holdings. 
If the 
private 
owners would 
everywhere 
shoulder their reasonable share of the 
1 burden, the public would gain both 
, through more general forest conser- 
j vation and through relief 
for 
the 
! necessity of paying for the pro tee-
